Expect Undistributed Pro­ 
fits Tax Will Be Partial­ 
ly Lifted 


CONGRESS DEMANDS 
BURDEN BE ALTERED

W ASHINGTON. D. C.. Nov. 6.— 
Business and industrial interests of 
New Castle m ay feel reasonably as­ 
sured th a t the burden of the u n ­ 
distributed profits tax will be p a r­ 
tially lifted by Congress w ithin the 
next few m onths. 
M odification of the tax before ad ­ 
journm ent of the 1938 session is 
virtually certain. 
T his 
tax 
is 
one 
of 
President 
Roosevelt’s brain children. He sent 
a special message to Congress urg ­ 
ing its enactm ent and hailed it as 
a new deal hand which would force 
the redistribution of wealth. Now. 
regardless of how the President may 
feel, Congress is in a mood to sub­ 
stantially 
alter 
this 
corporative 
penalty. 
To Provide “Cushions” 
It does not seem likely the en­ 
tire tax will be repealed. It appears 
alm ost certain, however, th at Con­ 
gress will write in “cushions” to 
protect the small business m an, es­ 
tablishm ents ;n debt, and the in ­ 
dustrial plant wishing to expand. 
This new form of tax received 
wide congressional approval when 
sent to the Capitol by the W hite 
House. Those who warned against 
pum ping 
the 
corporate 
well 
dry 
were shouted down. Congress was 
eager to lash corporations into dis­ 
tributing their income, w ithout re ­ 
gard to indebtedness, expansion, or 
future security. 
It is true th a t in writing the tax 
bill, the House did include partial 
exem ptions for corporations in debt 
and those desirious of m aking p lan t 
expansions. The Senate, however, 
obliterated these “cushions.” W ith­ 
out m uch fuss the House accepted 
the revised m easure and sent it to 
the President for signature. 
Should Have Been Provisos 
I t is now apparent th a t both 
legislation bodies have come to agree 


the House “cushions” should have { 
been left in this share-the-w ealth ; 
idea. It appears the law will be re- j 
vised to include exem ptions even | 
broader th an those originally pro­ 
posed by the House. 
C hairm an Doughton of the Ways 
and M eans Com m ittee and C hair­ 
m an Vinson of the special taxation 
sub-com m ittee are leading the drive 
in the House for revision of the 
tax. Doughton is a practical, m oney­ 
m aking farm er from N orth C aro­ 
lina. and Vinson is a 
Kentucky 
lawyer who studies revenue m eth ­ 
ods as a hobby. Both favored the 
original exem ptions for debt-ridden 
corporations and plan t expansions, 
and both w an t these cushions re ­ 
w ritten into the law. 
The Vinson sub-com m ittee com­ 
menced hearings this week on gen­ 
eral tax legislation. Following the
